The Clipper and Ferry on 
Meet in Bow-on Collision. : 
' Damage was Slight. 


A great deal of excitemerit. was caus- 
¢d on Saturday night when the newe 
reached here that the steamer Clipper, 
Capt. Henderson and the ferry steam- 
er Argyle, Capt Lewis, had met in 
collision in the narrows near the west 
ward wharf. . 

The ferry was making ber 7:30 trip 
here and was just rounding Atwell's 
point when the Olipper hove in sight, 
bound for the west ward. The boats 
did not discover each other until they 
were within thirty feet, when Capt, 
Henderson hlew his signal for the 
captain of the ferry to hold-his course, 
Some misunderstanding arose during 
the excitement, and the ‘boats crashed 
into each other. Engineer Johnann of 
the ferry steamer looked out of the 
engine-room port-hele when he heard 
the Clipper's whistle and seeing that a 
collision was inevitable reversed the 
engine. Capt. Henderson alse gave 
the order to reverse so that the coilis 
jon was not so bad as it might have 
been had not the officers of the two 
vessels acted promptly and with coul- 
nessx, Two men jumped overboard 
from the ferry during the excitement, 
but they were afterwards rescued. 
The Clipper struck the Argyle square 
on the port buw fender, and discon- 
nected a steam pipe which filled the 
cabins with hot steam, Someone had 
the presence of mind to smash the 
cabin windows, so that no one was 
scalded or suffered in any way from 
this cause.

Then, if very heavy charges of dyna- 
mite or Rome other explosive were 
lowered to the bottom of enkh hole 
and exploded simultaneously; a aulli- 
cient connection might be ustablished 
between the two holes. The rock 
would be cracked and fixsurdd in all 
directions, and shattering ; it thus 
around the base of the holes would 
turn the surrounding area into an 
inimense Water heater. ; 

“The water poured into one hole 
would be-‘heated and turned into 
Steam, which would pass through the 
second hole to the earth’s surface. 

“The pressure of such a coltimn. of 
ateam would be enormous, for, uside 
from its initial velocity, the descend- 


ing column of coid water would ex-' 


ert a presstre of at least 5,000, 
pounds ta the square inch, which 
would drive everything movable 
through the second hole. The pro- 
blen ia therefore a mechanical one, 
concerned chiefly with connacting the 
two holes. This accomplished, the 
water heater would oparate itself and 
establish a source of power that 
would aurpass anything now in use. 
“ In case of seismic disturbances 
these holes, if we had them in every 
city and Lown in Pennsylvania, would 
serve as vents and tend to fessen 
anv serious shaking of the earth in 
any part of ‘the State. Woe have hare 
neszed the lightning: why can we DOL 
now, put at least the bridle on the 
heat beneath us ‘to our benefit?’’
